His Lambe commonly called Doétor 
Deiitaguie Lambe, whofe Scaudalous life hath 
T beene a long fubieét of difcourfe in 
NES Kingdome, and whofe tragicall 
and vnexpected death of late happe- 


ning, hath giuen caufe of a fadde Example to all 


fuch wicked perfons. | 
To paffe by his Childehood, and to come to 


the al earth of his life, after re was at mans e- 


ftate, was for the moft part {pent in the houfes of 
 diuers Gentlemen, whofe Children he taught to 


write and reade the Englith tongue. The firft 


fteppe that euer hee made towards that wicked 


courfe, which hee was afterwads accufed for, 
was the profefsion of that noble and deepe Sci- 
ence of Phyficke, (a colour which many bafe Im- 
poftours haue vied to lewde and iuggling praéti- 


as the beft things are fubiect to the aq 
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(2) 
bufes.) Whether this Doctor Lambe, for fo wee. 
will now call him, had any abilitie of learning in 
him or no, I will relate the iudgements of fome 
honeftandablemen,which haue taiked withhim. 
he feemed to them (how ever hee would talke 
highly to ignorant people) to be altogether vn- 
learned, and filly of difcourfe, or elfe to affect that 
way of {peaking as a colour of hts mifcheuous pra 
ctifes, and rather to be thought by them an Im- 
poftour, whom the credulous ignorance of: the 
common people had rayfed to that Fame, then to 
be truely and guiltily learned in thofewicked My- 
fteryes. But whethcr hee were truely the man, 
which the people couceiued him to bee, or not, I 
referre you to the proofes vpon Inditement at 
Afsifes againft him and thofe other ftories of him 
iuftified by men and women of credit. He began 
within fhort time after he profefled Phyfick in the 
Country, to fall to other myfteries, as telling of 
Fortunes, helping of diuerfe to loft goods, fhew- 
to young people the faces of their Husbans or 
Wiues, that fhould be, ina Chriftall glaffe: reuea- 
ling to wives the efcapes and faultsof their Huf- | 
bands, and to husbands of their wiues. By which 
meanes,whether truly or falfely told, he wrought 
fomuch vpontheircredulitie,that many mifchiefs 
and diuifions were wrought betweene marryed 
people. But his fame was neur truely great, till 
he came to bee queftioned by the Lawes of the 
Kingdome at Afsifes and Sefsions. For the con- 


demnation of his lewdneffe in thofe aflemblies of 


Iuftice, did raife an opinion of his abilitie among 
the 
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people, no leffe then fome. valearned. and foolith 
Bookes in our time haue gotten.credit among the 
people, onely becaufe Authoritie hath ceniured 
them bad, whichin{fteede of hurtingthe Authors, 
hath blowne them vp with a; vaine pride, and ho- 


noured them in the iudgement of their ignorant — 
admirers. The firft tryall in a Court of Luftice a- 

gainft Lamébe,of any note, was atthe Afsi~ 
fes at Worcefter,In which he was found guiltyof 
two feruerall Inditements; one for vnchriftian and 
damnable pradctifes againft the perfon of an Ho- 
™ nourble Peere of this Realme; and the other for 
damnable inuocation and wotthip of euill Spirits; 
as will inthe following difcourfe more atlargeap- 
are. 

And becaufe I would not trouble euery volear- 
ncd perfon to finde out fuch as are learned to ex- 
pound Indictements. Therefore for the better vn- 
derftanding of all perfons,I haue herein fetdowne 
the true effe&ts of thefaid Indi&tments in Englifh. 


Indictment preferred againR[ 
Lambe, otherwife called Doétor Lambe, 
at Worcefter. 


Worcefer. ff. The lury for our Soueraigne 
Lord the King do vpon the holy Euangelifts pre- 
fent: That lohan Lambe late of Tardebigge in the 
County aforefaid, Gent. not hauing the feare of — 
God before his eyes, but by a Diabolicall infti- 
gation being mooued and feduced the 16. day of 
December in the yeere of the raigne of our So- 

ueralgne 
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ueraigne Lord King James, of England, France, jj 
and Ireland, King, defendor of the Faith, &c.the 
fifth, aud of Scotland the one and fortieth. At 
Tardebigg aforefaid, in the faid County of Wor- 
cefter, certaine euill Diabolicall and execrable 
artscalledW itchcrafts, Enchantments,Charmers. 
and Sorcerers, in and vpon the right Hononrable 
Th: Lo. W. Deuelifhly, Malicioufly, and Feloni- 
oufly, did vfe, practife, and exercife, to the intent 
by the fameeuill, deuillith, and execrable Arts, to 
difable, make infirme, and confume the body and 
{trength of the faid 74: Lo. W. And further the 
lury aforefaid, vpon the fayd holy Sacrament, 
doe fay, that by the faid euill, deuillifh, and exe- 
crable Arts, and by force and pretext of the fame 
euill,dieullifh,and execrableArts, by him the faid 
lohn Lambe as aforefaid, vfed, practifed, and ex- 
ercifed the forefaid Th. Lo: W. the faid 16 day 
of December in the yeares aforefaid, & at diuerfe 
other dayes and times afterwards, at T'ardebigg, 
in the faidCounty of Worcefter, in his body aud 
{trength was greatly wafted and confumed, con- 
rary tothe peace of our faid Soueraigne Lord the 
King, his Crowne and dignitie. And alfo againft 
the forme of the Statute in this cafe made and 
prouided, &c.

Vpon this Indiétment, hee pleaded'not guilty, 
but by the Iury he was found guiltie, but Iudge- 
ment was ftayed. 


Here followeth fome particulars of the proofet a- 
gaint him vpon this laft Indsci ment. 


‘That Doétor Lambe did meete with one mafter 
Wayneman by chance, and entring into fome dif- 
courfe with him,he tolde him,that although hee 
neuer had feene him before, yet he could tell hrm 
what fecret markes he had on his body, and what 
Aéts he had done in his life ; which he did: and 
alfo told him,that he vpon fight ofany man or wo- 
man could doe the like to them. | 

And did practife to drawe the faid Mr. Wayne- 
man into the Deuilifh Art of Coniuration, 
_and told him that he had the command of fpirits,. 
and faid he would prefently fhew to him an An- 
gell. Which Matter Wayneman for curiofitie fake 
was content to feet. | 

Thereupon Doctor Lambe tcoke out of his poc- 
ket a ronnd Chriftall Clafle, and fett on the crown 
of his Hatt vpon a table, and then hee kneeled 
downe on his knees before the fame, faying, I ad- 
dure thee (Benas.) Wherevpon Mafter Waine- 
manani{wered, fhould you not fay,I admire thee? 
No, quoth Lambe: Then Matter Waineman {aid 
to him, fure you would not fay, I adores Yes, faid 
Do&tor Lambe, otherwife hegvill not appeare: and 
although I faid to you, it was an Angell, I would 
thew you, I did deceiue you;.for it is a Spirit I vfe 
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to call vpon, whereupon Mr. 
part. i 
And at another time he met with Mr. Wayne- 
man and per{waded him to the faid art of coniu- 
ration, and told him that he could doe ftrange 
things, as intoxicate, poyfon, and bewitch any 
man fo as they fhould be difabled from beget- 
ting of children. 

And that he had 4. fpirits bound to his chri- 
ftall but faid (Benias) was his chiefe fpirit. 

All thefe Mr. Wayneman proued againft Do- 

At another time a gentleman of the County 
of Yorke, was prefent with the fonnes of the right 
honourable the Earle of Mouligraue, a few dayes 
before their death: where Doétor Lambe was 
fhewing of tricks at which there was great laugh- 
ter, amongft whom the Lady Fairefax 
prefent, and fifter to the faid Earles fonnes, di 
at the faid trickes laugh very heartily, whereup- 
on Doétor Lambe faid to her, Madam, your 
Ladythip is very merry and pleafant, but within 
this few dayes your heart will ake, by occafion 
and accident of water, and within threedayes, af- 
ter the faid Earles fonnes were all drowned: 
and vpon his Examination in other matters 


Wayneman did de- 


laid to his charge, he confefled, that he knew of 
this accident before it befell by their complexi- 
ons and the Planets which gouerned them. 

This was confeffed vpon his examination: ta- 


ken before Mr. luftice Daniel. 


Doétor Lambe being at a gentlemans houfe in 
B the

the County of Worcefer playing of Tugling 
tricks, and divers perfons being with him: he 
fell into difcourfe with fome of them, and left his 
chriftall ball vpon a table; a gentleman called 
Mr. Anthony Birch tooke vp the fame, and the 
fhape of a hand appeared in it; and looking 
ftill on the faid ball, he fee a fhepheard with a 
theepehooke and tarbox on his backe, whereat 
Matter Birch being amazed did prefently aske 
what that was he did fee in the chriftall, and Do- 
&or Lambe feeing him haue the fame in his 
_ hand, fnatched it away in great difcontent, and 
‘putitvpinhispocket. 
| This was proued by the fame gentleman, by 

all which it. manifeftly appeareth that the fard 
Doctor Lambe was an abfolute Witch, a Sorce- 
rer and Iugling perfon abfolutely giuen over 
to lewd wicked and diabolicall courfes, an m- 
-vocatorand adorer of impious and wicked Spi- 

rits. 

By his Art and skill in conturation or rather 
by the information and inftigation of his dia- 
bolicall {pirits, he would vndettake any diffi- 
cult thing, and did very often difcouer and bring 
to light goods and chattels although they had 
_ for a long time beene loft. ‘e: 

Hee could alfo tell by the view of any per- 
fon fufpeéted for witchcraft, whether hee, or thee 
were awitch or not, 

Hee could tell the difeafe of any although — 
hee neuer fee the partie,‘ and this was difcoue- 
red by a Seruingman who comming amongit 

divers 
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diuers others to fee Doctor Lambe, tould him, 
that his Maifters Daughter, did then lan- 
guifh of a certaine difeafe which hee then pun- 
tually related, and tould him her complexi- 
on: which gentlewoman hee did neuer fee; 
neither was he asked any qteftion concerning 
her difeafe. This was the Daughter of one Mr. 
John Atwood. | 

There was amongft diuers other Gentlewo- 
men that teforted to"Doétor Lambe whileft hée 
was a Prifoner, one Gentlewoman, that was 
very earneft with him to know who fhould bee 
her husband, and Doétor Lambe after hee had 
delayed her diuers times with promifes to fhew 
her what fhee defired, gage her a pe- 
-yemptorie day to come to him, on which day 
fhee accordingly came, and enquired of the 
keeper for him; and hee direéted her to the 
chamber where hee lay, where when fhee 
came, fhe called Do&tor Lambe? who anfwe- 
red her, and bid her draw neere to his bed (vp- 
on which he was with his wearing apparell on} 
when fhee was neere him, hee bid ‘ies looke 
‘In his Chryfta]l which hee laid on the ground ; 
and asked her if fhee did fee any that fhee did 
know: fhee' anfwered that fhee did feé diuers 
of her acquaintance there ( there beeing then 
none in the Chamber but them two) who 
vanifhed away and the Chryftall beeing cleere 
from any further obie& fhee turned hér face to- 
wards Doétor Lambe, and tould him that then 
there were no other fight fhee could fee in it ;

wherevpon hee bid. her pervfe the Chryftall 


gaine, and thereupon fhee cafting her eyes to- 


--wards the fame, fhee faid to him, now I feea 


Gentleman all in greene, he bid her marke him 
well, for that fame party within a fhort, while 
would come to her Fathers houfe, and al- 
though his comming thither fhould not. bee 


‘with any intent to become a fuiter vnto her, 


yet there fo it would fall out that before his 
departure hee would haue caufe to expreffe 
himfelfe, and that he in-the end fhould bee her 
husband: fhee therevpon anfwered that fhe did 
not know the Gentleman, nor did euer fee 
any fuch man, before that apparition in the 
Chryftall ; hee anfwered, that it was not materi- 
all; it would come fo to paffe as hee had faid. 
Wherevpon fhee at. that time departed reafo- 
nably well fatisfied ; and comming home. fome 
of the Gentlewomen knowing of her beeing 
with Doctor Lambe) enquired the newes, and 
(as Gentlewomen are often inquifitiue and 
very earneft efpecially to know fuch rareities ) 
fhee therevpon did make all knowne what had 
pafied, and did defcribe to them what ap- 
parell and of what ftature and complexion the 


partie was that fhe had feene and was informed 


by Doétor Lambe fhould. bee her husband: 
and not many dayes paffed after this difcouery 


but the Gentleman whom fhee had fo defcry- 


bed, came to the Gentlewomans Fathers 
Houfe, being a Counfellour at Law.as a Cli- 


ent, and hauing had his advife, and taking

dead, and there being no Inne neare that place 


he was conueyed into the Lawyers houfe, where 
hee continued vntill hee recouered hig for- 
mer health, in which time hee fell in loue with 
the Gentlewoman: and fhee with him, and 
in the end they were married together. | 


Here follow fome exploits done 
by Do@or Lambe during his Im- 


prifonment in the Caftle of — 
Worcefter. 


‘Let Gentlemen came vpon a time to 


fee Do&tor Lambe in the Caftle of Wor- 


= cefer, while hee was there Prifoner, — 


who defired to beftow fome wine on him; 


but the Keeper told them it was not a feafonable 


time to fend for wine; it beeing paft Eight of 
the clocke in a Summer, evening; at which 
time the Caftle gates were of cuftome to bee 
locked vp; and the Taverne was halfe a mile 


diftant from the Caftle. Vpon which the Gen- 


tlemen gaue over their purpofe of fending for 
wine. But Doétor Lambe asked them what 


wine they would chufe to drinke; and when 
one of them anfwered Sacke, hee called for a 


Wine-glafle, and immediately a pottle of Sacke

ftood before them vpon the Table, the Gentle. 
men’ were fearefull to meddle with it’; but 
the Doétor began to them, and they vpon his 


encouragement pledged him. ‘They asked him 


then from whence hee had it; hee told them 
from the Globe Tauerne, and the figne’ of 
the Globe was vpon the pot. The Gentlemen: 
afterwards parting from Doétor Lambe, and 
going to their lodgings in the Towne, enqui+ 
red of the Tauerne-keeper whether any body 
had lately fetched a pottle of wine from thence, 
orno. The mananfwered them that a little 
boy in greene had fince eight of the clocke fet- 
ched fo much for Doétor Lambe. 
Another. 

Doétor Lambe beeing merry at the Caftle with 
diuers of his acquaintance, efpied a woman not 
farre from thence walking towards them, & told 


the Company hee would make that woman take 


up her coates aboue her middle. And immediate 
ly,to the wonder of the company the woman be- 
gan to take vp her cloathes, and by degrees lifted 
them vp aboue her middle. Some women that 
beheld her, called out alowd, and asked what fhe 
meant by fo fhameles a behauiour, fhe anfwered 
them that fhee meant to wade through the water 
and faue her clothes, imagining (it fhould feeme) 
that there had bin a poole, where it was dry land. 
Another. 

A Gentlewoman hearing the fame of Do- 
Ctor Lambe, came to the Caftle with other of 
her Friends, expecting fome ftrange fights a 

im, 
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him. And when fhee was come into-his roome: 
asked a friend of hers foftly in his eare; which 
was the Witch? The Doétor came to her, and 
told her hee knew fhee had called. hiny witch, 
and becaufe fhee fhould know, hee conld 
vnderftand fecrets , hee told. her aloud; (which 
was truth) that fhee had: two baftards;: and! na- 
med their ages, andthe places where they; were 
brought up... Vpon. which the-Gentlewo- 
wonderfully abafhed, quitted the: place. 

There:was a man that dwelt befides: Tewxbue 
ry, whofe name was Wheeler. Hee was warned 
to be one of the Iury at Worcefler upon the Tsyalk 
of Do&tor Lambe. Hee comming before to the 
_ Caftle to fee the Doétor, and ftanding amengft 
the crowd of people in: the chamber; Decor 
Lambe came to him,, and falling downe vpon 
his knees asked: him bleffing. The people won- 
dering at the reafon of it, Doétor Lambe told 
them that he fhould fhortly be one of his twelue 
Godfathers. Wheeler being a bold fellow and 
nothing abafhed at it., told him it was true; 
but he was now come to fee, whether he could 
doe any fuch ftrange things, as he had heard of. 
Doctor Lambe bid him plucke off his garter, and — 
tye itabout his middle as faft as euer he could; 
which Wheeler accordingly did, and tyed it in 
twenty knots. Then Doétor Lambe bad him 
plucke it off againe hec told him hee could not 
vnleffle hee tooke time to vntye the knottes. 


Then Doétor, Lambe taking hold of the gar- 


ter, 
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ter, plucked it with eafe from him’, and in 
fuch a manner as it feemed to all the compa-. 
ny, and to Wheeler himfelfe, that the Garter 
came out of his very body; vpon which Whee- 
Jer was much affrighted, being not altogether 
{ure, whether he were wounded or not. 

After his arraignment at the Affifes of Worce- 
fer, the High Sheritfe, the Foreman of the Tury, 
and diuers others of the Iuftices, Gentlemen. 
there prefent,and of the fame Iury, to the number 
of forty dyed all within one fortnight; vpon 
which thie Country (how ever that fad accident 
befell) affrighted, and fufpecting the damnable 
arts of the faid Doétor,. and obferuing many 
other lewd praétifes of his, during’ the time: 
of his imprifonment, became petitioners for’ 
his remoue from thence ; vpon which hee was 
remoued to the Kings Bench at London. In 
which place he liued in great plenty of money, . 
and much reforted vnto by people of feuerall 
conditions. Where at laft hee was. arraigned 
for a rape vpot the perfon of a girle of eleven 
yeares of age, as fhall more at large: sic 
in the following difcourfe. 
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Heere followeth the effect of an 
Inditement preferred againft Doctor 
Lamégat the Kings Bench Barre, 
for by him committed, vpon 
the body of Foan Seager, of the 
age of Eleuen yeares.

Ho faith, that E4zabeth Seager, the mo- 
ther of John Seager came to her houfe, — 

fhee then dwelling in South-warke on the Fri- 
day in Whitfun-weeke, and ina pitifull manner 
wringing her hands like a woman ouer-whelmed 
with extreamegriefe, crying out and faying, Iam 
vndone, I am vndone: I then asked her how her 
husband did, for atthat time he was a prifoner in 
the Counter vpon an Execution, andat that time 
lay very fick to all fuch as faw him there,thinking 
himno man forthis world; She anfwered me 23 
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faid, her husband was very ill and lay very hardly; 
but that was not that matter of her priefe as then, 
for it was a worfe forrow then that! O Lord faidI, 
what, more forrowes then thefe you haue already, 
yet whatfoeuer they bee; defire God to giue you 
patience, for nothing can happen to you, but by 
Gods fore-knowledge: but I pray fayd I, tell me 
what forrowes thefe are that thus diftract you, fhe 
fill continued as before wringing her hands, and 
fayd,fhee was not able to tell me, for fhee was vn- 
done, at laft with my importance fhee fayd Toane 
was vndone, and fhee fayd fhee could tell me no 
more fhee was not able, but prayed me to come 
home: fo foorth-with I fhut my doore and went 
with her,and by the way I demaunded thecaufe of 
her, fhee told me it was that villaine Do&torLambe 
had vndone her childe, and fayd fhee could fay no 
more her griefe. was fo great, but aske the girle 
faid fhee and fhe will tell you: fo comming to the 
childe,I queftioned with her, but fhee being much 
_abafhed and afhamed, was long before fhee would 
tell me: but at laft fhee told me, that on Whit- 
fun-Euen , Lambes women being all very bufte 
at her mothers houfe, there was no body to car- 
rie a basket of hearbes ouer to the Bench: but fhee, 
who when fhee came to Dottor Lamé, his man 
was in the chamber with him fcraping of tren- 
chers, and Doctor Lamé tooke her hearbs of her 
and fet her to play on the Virginals, and then hee 
fent out his man on a meflage and lockt the doore, 
and then tooke her and ledde her into his Clofet 
and made faft that doore, and tooke her vppon a

Joynt-ftoole, and put his tongue in her mouth to 


kiffe her, but fhee was wonderous fearefull of him, 
and ftrived with him as much as fhe could, but hee 
would not let her alone, but ftroue with her.
